I mentioned in last month column 
that I would hope to have VU-Calc 
+82 all polished up for this month, 
but no such luck, I could not even 
find the time to look at it, and 
rather than publishing something 
not up to par, I decided to wait. 

I modified VU-CALC some years 
ago, but it has to be fool-proof, 
not to say that others are fools, 
it's just that the program has most 
likely some peculiar looking chr$ 
in its display. I know what they 


mean, but somebody else may have 


problems with them, so let me clean 
it up for a future date. 

For this month something on the 
lighter side, Biorhythms for all 
who believe in it, and for some who 
dont, but think it's fun (or funny) 
anyways. I wrote it originally for 
the ZX81, modified it for the Timex 
Sinclair later. Just type it in and 
run it, follow the prompts as you 
go. 

Naturally make sure you type it 
in without mistakes, to check for 
those, the Timex command "Free" 
should give you the number 34997. 
The Sinclair command "Print 65536- 
USR 7962" should display the number 
37818. This program will figure the 
dates correctly to the year 2083, 
good for your lifetime I'm sure. 


Printouts probably look better to `' 


the 2040 printer, cheaper besides. 


I nave not made any provisions’ to` 


print to a centronic type printer, 
maybe someone else would like to 
tackle that project. 


Have some of the functions or 
features of the Timex or Sinclair 
Rom given you a fit, things like 
the scroll after a List, or the 
fact that when you ask for INT 
(-65536) it will display the num- 
ber -1, or the problem with divi- 
sions, where the S4th bit of a di- 
vision is lost. 

Aside from the corrections John 
Oliger recommends, I have made all 
the corrections needed to make the

Roms free of bugs, and added a few 
features to the Roms. For both Roms 
I changed the keys that activate 
the scroll, now one will have to 
press the ENTER key to activate it, 
all other keys will break into the 
program, this of course only works 
when the "scroll?" message comes up 
on the bottom of the screen. This 
is something that realy bothered me 
especially after listing a program. 


I also have problems finding the 
cursor key at times moving from 


line to line, I would like to make 
it more visible, using perhaps the 
"#" chr$ or chr$ 8F perhaps. 
Changes. to the Spectrum Rom will 
be as above, but in addition will 
have the following commands added: 
1) Print Free. Using the same key- 
strokes as on the Timex. 
2) Delete nn,nn. Using the command; 
Erase nn,nn. 
3) Renumber an,nn,nn. Using prob- 
ably the Sound key which will dis- 
play an "R" instead of the bracket 
normally displayed, losing this 
bracket should not be a great loss 
I hope (This is not final). 
4) The following features are only 
a thought at this time, since I 
have only 1170 bytes to do this all 
in. `Auto-Numbering? Error-trap- 
ping? Open & Close a Disk read and 
write channel another feature, but! 
Someone sugested Sound, but my 
feeling to that is; to play music 
I would buy a synthesizer. 


Ed Haasch wrote a version some 
time ago that had a routine in the 
Rom which would change all numbers 
to VAL"" in a program, this ` made 
Spectrum Programs fit into Timex 
space much better, now there is a 
thought. Too bad the Timex Rom has 
only about 29 bytes available, 
would be nice to change the delete 
function to Erase also, since it 
certainly does interfere when dele- 
ting characters in a basic line. 


On page 5 you will see a typical 
printout from the Biorhytm progranm. 
As you can see it adjusts automati- 
cally to leap years.

Why make those changes? These 
Changes will add paging to the 
menu, which means, if you are on 
top of a page, and do not find the 
program your looking for, listed, 
press "1", and your on top of the 
next page. This eliminates scrol- 
ling through the page to get to the 
next one. If you dont like to use 
key "1" for this function, change 
the "49" in line 35; "IF Q=49" to 
any decimal key-code you desire. 

Why did I do this? According to 
rules: "A program is finished when 
all available memory is used up." 
Well this took care of it.

To justify the "O" in "SO", a 
few lines on the OL are in order. 

My OL unfortunately has found 
its place next to the expanded and 
keyborded ZX81 in the storage room 
in the basement, It's funny or not 
so funny, that all the computers I 
had bought after, and some before 
the 2068 have gone the same route. 
The only computer I have here in 
the Ham Shack are the 2068 and a 
Heath HB?

I dont question the power of the 
OL, just the way it's manipulated. 
Well I had to get this thought out 
in the open, enough. 


A word of caution to all OL 
users! I give this warning because 
of my own experience. I am into 
electronics since an early age, and 
get called upon at times to fix 
electronic gismos including compu- 
ters, I like to tinker with elec- 
tronics. di 

To make it short, I was repair- 
ing a OL, exchanging chips to see 
if the problem was there, of course 
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you have to disconnect the power 
when you do so, well the OL has no 

on and off switch, so one has to 
plug or unplug a cord from the 
power supply. with a plug on its 
end. The plug has two rounded cor- 
ners to make it impossible to plug 
it in the wrong way. Well you can 
not, but if you try and hold the 
plug at a certain angle you will 
make contact, of course the 12V 
side is now touching the 5V input, 
and guess which chips will go up 
into computer heaven, you guessed 
it, the special chips, which you 
cant buy at the corner electronic 
dealer. 

So watch it, either have the 
power supply pluged into a power 
strip with an on and off switch 
there, or install an inline switch 
to the power cord. 


Have fun again, I will call it
